A RESOLUTION TEMPORARILY CANCEL/ POSTPONE NONESSENTIAL PUBLIC
MEETINGS

RECITALS:

A.       Multiple cases of Coronavirus (COVID- 19) have been detected in the state

of Oregon, with at least two identified cases in Jackson County.

B.       The Governor of the State of Oregon has declared a state of emergency

relating to COVID- 19 in the State of Oregon.

C.       COVID- 19 was declared a pandemic by the World Health Organization on
March 11, 2020.

D.       The City desires to reduce the risk of the spread of COVID- 19 to better
protect its employees and the public cancelling or postponing all non- essential public
meetings until_ Mo, e1; 2020.

The City of Central Point resolves as follows:

Section 1.    The City Manager is hereby authorized to cancel or postpone all non-
essential City commission and committee meetings as well as task forces and City
events effective immediately through` 312020.

Section 2.    The City Manager is further authorized to extend the cancellation or
postponement of such non-essential meetings through May 31, 2020, if the City
Manager deems such cancellation or postponement to be in the public interest.
